However, a division of op- 
inion soon manifested itself at Wash- 
ington as to the effect of the clause, 
and many, including most of the pub- 
lishers, interpreted it as admitting 
free pulp and paper. The Root amend- 
ment makes impossible this wider con. 
struction and instead causes it to 
be read in a restrictive light, in 
which it was viewed originally. It 
will be a disappointment, however, 
to publishers on either side, and the 
view is held that a determined effort} 
to eliminate it will be made in the 
senate, 

Mr. Fielding before going away was 
quoted as saying that the amendment 
gave him no cause for alarm.

160 DEAD IN EARTHQUAKE 


One Town in State of Jalisco Is) 
Wiped Out—Cathedral of 
Tolima Falls 
Mexico City.—Croaking and tossing | 
its way from coast to coast through 
Mexico, the earthquake brought 
death to at least 150 persons, accord- 
ing to authentic counts. The area of 
the earliest direction is a rectangular, 
with its northern boundary less than 
60 miles from the capital and the 
south line cutting across the lower 

part of Guerrero state. 

The death toll grows with tabula- 
tion. The number of casualties, as 
compiled by the police in Mexico 
City is 63, Forty-nine corpses have! 
been taken out of the ruins of Ocot- 
lan Jalisco. It will never be known 
how many perished in villages in 
remote parts of the ‘quake zone.| 
Catastrophes in those parts are taken | 
as a matter of course, 

For instance, Tonala, in Jalisco 
state, was ined out, to all outward | 
appearances, but the score of deaths 
there cannot be accurately obtained. 

Not many persons were killed in the} 
city of Colima, but a considerable | 
amount of damage was done, The 
cathedral is so badly damaged that a 
slight shock might cause its collapse, 
and the tower of another church was 
toppled on the roof. 


The Surveys in the Yellowhead 

Calgary.—For the purposes of mak- 
ing the first survey of the C. N. R. 
main line through the Yellowhead 
Pass of the Rockies, Engineer Bassett 
passed through Calgary recently, 

With a huge staff of chainmen and 
surveyors, Mr, Bassett estimates that 
the feat will take the whole summer 
for among the peaks it_is one of ex- 
treme difficulty, Mr. Bassett came 
from the south where he has been 
completing Lethbridge surveys, and 
he went straight through to Edmonton 
where he will hit the trail for the 
Pass, with a long line of packhorses.

London.—The South Wales News’ 
London correspondent understands 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier is consulting 
the home government regarding the 
future of the Canadian high commis- 
sionership. 

The correspondent points out that 
it is hardly to be expected that Lord 
Strathcona will much longer carry on 
its duties. In Canadian circles here 
it is suggested that Laurier himself 
accept the position which shall then 
again he associated with a seat in the 
House of Lords.

This question would be to decide 
whether the fishermen, lumbermen 
and farmers could dispose of their 
surplus to the best advantage. He 
thought that any system of taxation 
should be so guided as to bear heavily 
on luxury and lightly on necessity, 
and as food was the greatest necessit 
it should be the most lightly taxed, 
in fact there should be no tax upon 
food. This was the consumer’s side. 

On the producer’s side, he has the 
right to dispose of his product to the 
best advantage. Every industry lives 
and moves and has its being upon the 
work of the initial producer in de- 
veloping the raw material of the coun- 
try. : 

He was astonished to see this pro- 
posal, so essential for the benefit of 
the country, opposed by many. On 
reciprocity depends the continued ex- 
pansion of the initial producing in- 
dustry and the farmer. The expan- 
sion of the farming industry depends 
on the profit he makes and the profit 
depends on the market.

Lethbridge People Are Counting the 
Harvest Already—Expect 
Big Yield 
beste Alta.—Between ten and 
twelve million bushels of grain is the 
estimated yield of the district im- 

mediately tributary to Lethbridge. 

The biggest increase will likely be 
along the Coutts branch of the A. R. 
& I. line, where experts just having 
investigated say there will be 1,825,000 
bushels harvested, This is twice as 
much as has ever been raised along 
the both lines of A. R. & I. 

Five years ago there was not a 
bushel raised in this territory except 
a little on irrigated land around Stirl- 


ing. 

Cardston line which has produced 
as much as a million before will have 
nearly three million bushels this year, 
one million being estimated for Ma- 
grath alone. Cardston, Raley Spring 
Coulee, Welling and Raymond will all 
have from a quarter million to a mil- 
lion bushels.

Prince of Wales Now Gartered Knight 

London.—The first of the great state 
functions associated with the corona- 
tion of King George V. was witnessed 
recently at Windsor, where the Prince 
of Wales was invested with the in- 
signia of the Order of the Garter. 


Elaborate ceremonies dating from the 
| institution of the order were conduct- 


ed in the throne room. King George 
and Queen Mary with the knights of 
the order attended, In gorgeous robes 
and wearing the full insignia of the 
order, the king himself buckled a blue 
velvet garter upon the left leg of the 
youthful knight. Following the in- 
vestiture, a brief religious service was 


held at St. George’s chapel, and the 
King and Queen and knights then re- 


turned to the castle. The ceremony 
was private but the boys from Eton, 
the civic authorities of Windsor and 
a few privileged ones were permitted 
to view the procession. 


Nitrogen from Air 

Ottawa.—T. L, Wilson, of carbide 
fame, has come upon another secret 
after fifteen years of research and the 
expenditure of many thousands of 
dollars. It is understood that the 
new discovery involves the capturing 
of nitrogen from the air mixing it 
with a solid element and in this way 
producing a fetilizer of wonderful 
value, The discovery is said to pro- 
mise more millions to Mr. Willson, 
who is arranging to dispose of his 
profitable carbide interests and de- 
velop the new idea, 


J. J. Hill's Great Dream 

Minneapolis.—A Minneapolis writer 
says that J. J. Hill is issuing bonds 
for $600,000,000 to fight the O.P.R., 
which has encroached on his territory, 
and to build up the northwestern 
states. With American reciprocity he 
plans to run feeders into Canada all 
along the line to parallel the C.P.R. 
right through the heart of Canada, 
and make strong competition with the 
C.P.R. He will undertake the com- 
mercial conquest of Canada. The 
fight will begin at once. 


British Settlers Follow the Flag 

London,—At the Imperial confer- 
ence recently, it was resolved that 
the conference approve of the pres- 
ent policy of Britain of encouraging 
emigrants to proceed to the British 
colonies in preference to foreign coun- 
tries. John Burns said that in 1911 
about three million emigrants would 
leave Britain and 80 per cent, would 
go to British Dominions. This was an 
increase of 33 per cent, 


Edmonton.—From reports supplied 
by a thousand correspondents 
throughout the province the depart- 
ment of agriculture is now engaged 
in the preparation of its first crop 
bulletin of the 1911 season, 

This bulletin, which will be issued 


in a few days, will tell of uniform) 
favorable growing conditions, well ad 
vanced grain, and largely increased 
crop acreage in all thirty-seven dis- 
tricts into which the province is 
divided, 

“Not in years has there been such 
a bright crop outlook at this stage of 
the season,” said George Harcourt, 
deputy minister of agriculture. Mr. 
Harcourt is superintending the com- 
pilation of the crop bulletin. Not all 
reports of crop correspondents have 
been received as yet, but the majority 
are now in, and conditions reported 
are most satisfactory. 

In portions of Southern Alberta op 
pressed by drought, last year’s fall 
wheat is now safe, with sufficient 
moisture already to carry it to ma- 
turity. An average rainfall during the 
present month is all that is required 
to ensure full growth of all other 
grain crops. 

With an early start, the best of 
weather and increased acreage, there 
is every reason to believe that the 
crop of 1911 will be the biggest and 
one of the best ever harvested in Al- 
gerta.

The directors of the bank 
promise an immediate paysnant of ten 
shillings to the pound and_ expect 
eventually to pay 17 or 18 shillings to 
the pound, but in the depreciated con- 
dition of the large amount of securi- 
ties held by the bank, it will take a 
long time to realize. In the mean- 
time, the depositors are likely to suf- 
fer the greatest inconvenience, they 
being for the most part people of 
small means, 


Some Increase in Immigration 


Ottawa, Ont.—The total immigra- 
tion to Canada for the month of 
April, 1911, was 51,680, as compared 
with 48,182 for April, 1910, an increase 
of seven per cent. Of the total ar- 
rivals for the month, the European 
immigration was 35,283, as compared 
with 24,880 during the corresponding 
month last year, an increase of 27 
per cent. There was a falling off in 
the arrivals from the United States in 
comparison with April last year, the 
total, being 16,397, as compared with 
20,363, about 19 per cent, decrease. 


King to Visit Canada 

Toronto, Ont.—It is reported here 
that a visit will be made to this coun- 
try by His Majesty, King George. The 
King will visit Canada en route for 
India, where he will be crowned Em- 
peror. It is said that His Majesty 
will visit all the important cities in 
the Dominion during his journey 
across country and will sail for India 
from Vancouver.

Nelson, B.C.—At the meeting of the 
Kootenay Fruit Growers’ Union here, 
recently, it was stated that shipments 
of strawberries from the district 
would commence in 14 days, and that 
the season would be at its height by 
July -4.

WESTERN FARMERS 
PROFITS IN TEN YEARS 


He Pays Only $36 per Year in Duties 
on Implements—What 640 
Acres Can Do. 


A farmer writing to a Toronto daily 
paper froth Indian Head, Saskatche- 
wan, under the nom de plume, Sas- 
katchewati Farmer, refutes the state- 
ment made by many Westerners, that 
the farmers of the West have been 
ill-used by the Dominion Government 
which is identified largely with East- 
ern interests. This Saskatchewan far- 
mer gives a typical instance of the! 
expenditure and revenue connected 
with a section of land, 640 acres, 
from the year 1900 to 1910.

and Dock Company, with a capital of 
$10,000,000, all of which has now been) 
subscribed. Sir Henry Pellatt of To-! 
ronto is the chairman. The board of 
directors includes Lieut.-Governor 
Gibson, of Ontario; Sir Chas. Ellis, 
chairman of the John Brown Co., of 
Clydebank, builders of the Lusitania. 
The site of the new _ shipbuilding 
yards, docks and ships is to be at 
Sydney, Nova Scotia, where over 300 
acres of land has been bought. Mr. 
Brown said recently: 

“The site is ideal, The harbor is, 
excellent and near the centre of cheap 
coal and steel. We bid for the con- 
struction of Canada’s four armored 
cruisers and six destroyers.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON XI!.—SECOND QUARTER, 
FOR JUNE 18, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, I! Kings xvii, 
1-14—Memory Verse, !4—Goldéen 
Text, Prov. xxix, i—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


A brief summary of the story of the 
ten tribes and their sin ig found in 
verse 21 of our lesson chapter in these 
words, ‘‘He rent Israel from the house 
of David, and they made Jeroboam, 
the son of Nebat, king, and Jeroboam 
drove Israel from following the Lord 
and made them sin a great sin.” Our 
whole lesson today is a summary of 
the sin of the ten tribes. From their 
first king, Jeroboam, to their last, Ho- 
shea, they had, including these two, 
nineteen rufers covering a period of 
260 years, pait of which was an inter- 
regnum and part a time of anarchy. 
There was not one good ruler among 
them all, nor any real turning to the 
Lord, though He sent them from time 
to time as His messengers to plead 
with them, the unnamed man of God 
from Judah and the prophets Thijah, 
Elijah, Micaiah, Elisha, Jonah, Hosea, 
Amos and Oded. The record of their 

ersistent rebellion and sin is given 
briefly in verses 14 to 18 of our lesson 
chapter, and what a record it is! They 
would not hear, did not believe in the 


| Lord their God, rejected His statutes, 


left all His commandments, followed 
vanity and became vain, sold them- 
selves to do evil in the sight of the 
Lord. The record concerning Judah 
over a hundred years later reads thus: 
“They mocked the messengers of God 
and despised His words and misused 
His prophets until the wrath of the 
Lord arose against His people till 
there was no remedy” (II Chron. 
xxxvi, 16). Vg’ 

Last days have always been times of 
great rebellion against God, as were 
the days of Noah before the flood 
(Gen. vi, 5, 11, 12), and, according to 
the testimony of our Lord Jesus, such 


| will be the case again at the end of 


this age just before He shall come in 


His glory to set up His kingdom of 
righteousness and peace on this earth 


| (Matt. xxiv, 37-39; Luke xvii, 26-30). 


The present unbelief in high places, in 
pulpits and in many theological semi- 
naries is a sure indication that we are 
in the last days of this evil age, which 
are described in II Tim. iii, 1-5; iv, 3, 
4; Il Pet. iii, 3-7. As truly as the flood 
came in the daysof Noah, the captivi- 
ties of Israel and Judah in their day. 
the destruction of Jerusalem and the 
scattering of Israel among all nations, 
so surely shall the judgments come 
that are to close this age and intro- 
duce a better one of peace and right- 
eousness. The warning as to what 
would come upon them if they turned 
away from the Lord and served other 
gods is written very plainly in Deut. 
iv, 25-27, and elsewhere, and, though 
the purpose of God may_be delayed, 
whether for mercy or judgment, it 
cannot be frustrated (Isa. xiv, 24). 
God gives many a warning before He 
finally lets the stroke fall. In the 
days of the king preceding Hoshen a 
king of Assyrin carried away many 
captives (chapter xv, 29), but the 
warning was not heeded. 

This was probably the Sargon of 
Isa. xx, 1. On what is known as Sar- 
gon’s cylinder, exhumed from Nine- 
veh, are found these words, “I be- 
sieged the city of Samaria and took 
it. I carried off 27,280 of the citizens. 
I chose fifty chariots for myself from 
the whole number taken. All the 
other property of the people of the 
town I left for my servants to take. 
In the place of those taken into cap- 
tivity I sent thither the inhabitants 
of lands conquered by me and impos- 
ed the tribute on them which I re- 
quire from the Assyrians.” This reads 
very much like verse 24 of our lesson 
chapter, and the following verses tell 
how this mixed multitude under the 
teaching of one of the priests of Israel 
learned to fear the Lord and serve 
their own gods after the manner of 
the nations (verse 33). “They feared 
the Lord and served their graven 
images” (verse 41), which means that 
they did not in any true sense fear the 
Lord (verse 34). They are described 
in Isa. xxix, 13 as those who honor 
God only with mouth and lips, but 
have removed the heart far from Him, 
and their fear toward Him is taught 
by the precept of men. See’ also 
Ezek, xxxiii, 31, and the words of the 
Lord Jesus in Matt. xv, 7-9. The 
last days of this present age are de- 
scribed in II Tim. iii. 

Israel had been brought out of 
Egypt and placed in the land given 
to Abraham, Isaac and Jacob that 
they might be a peculiar people unto 
God, set apart for Himself, unlike 
other nations, having God Himself as 
their king, judge and lawgiver (Ex. 
xix, 4-6; Isa. xxxiii, 22). But first 
secretly and then openly they turned 
from God to idols and did as the 
heathen whom the Lord carried away 
before them (verses 9-12). Though He 
sent many messengers who entreated 
them to turn from-their evil ways and 
return to the Lord, they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks like 
to the neck of their fathers, that did 
not believe in the Lord their God 
(verses 13, 14). 

It is written in Tit. ii, 14 concerning 
present day believers that “Our Savi- 
our Jesus Christ gave Himself for us 
that He might redeem us_from_ all 
iniquity and purify unto Himself a 
people for His own possession’’ (re- 
vised version). When we consider 
the conformity to this prowent age of 
the great mass of church members in- 
stead of their separation unto God we 
can but wonder at His mercy and 
long suffering, but the day of the Lord 
will come.

MYSTERIOUS BURGLARIES. 


How a Burglar Sets to Work In His 
Quest of Silverware. 

It is a rare occurrence for a day to 
pass without reporte of ‘‘mysterious 
thefts” appegring in the columns of 
the London daily papers. These are 
usually divided into two groups, viz., 
personal property from  tenanted 
houses, and unything in the nature 
of saleable metal trom unoccupied 
dwellings,

modus operandi employed. When a 
house is empty the landlord invar- 
lably employs tue services ut several 
agents, aud he gives to each a key.

Having given a 
talse name and address, he is lent the 
keys of various empty houses, which, 
of course, he never returns. His 


move is then quite simple. No in- 
criminating house-breaking  imple- 
ments need be carried, Front-doot 


locks are seldom changed, ao the keys 
thus obtained are carefully preserved, 
and immediately one or more of the 
houses is let it is carefully watched 
until the tenant’s habits are well 
known. If the dwelling is never leit 
unoccupied it is given up as a bad 
job until the holiday season arrives, 
when another careful watch is kept. 
Woe betide the poor tenant if he 
locks up his house whilst he takes 
his family away to the seaside. It 
gives our thief more time in which 
to do his work, and it is done very 
thoroughly in such circumstances. 

On the other hand, if, as often be 
pens, the house is left, perhaps only 
for one hour, whilst the mistress trans- 
acts her shopping or pays an after. 
noon call, in walks our burglar, fills 
his pockets with every article of 
value he can find, and departs in a 
few minutes, Needless to add, he has 
a confederate on the look-out all the 
time. 

The robbery of lead-piping, door fur- 
niture, locks, bolts, etc., from empty 
houses in a very common form oj 
theft carried out by the same means 
This class of thieving is usually per 
petrated at night, and the method 
employed to remove the booty is ex:

jesty for a friendly chat. As the writ-

telephone at Buckingham Palace, 
pubiusied in The Morning Leader, 
however, remarks, all the high fune- 
tonaries, from Lord Knollys upwards, 


jto say nothing of minor officiala and 


servalits, are im touch with His Ma- 
sty, who can speak to them in their 
ywn apartments or private residences. 

Every lady and gentleman of the 
Royal Household, every functionary, 
can be reached in a twinkling. Then 
there are, of course, private lines to 
Marlborough House, St. James’ Pal- 
ice, and York House. Even the school- 
room of Buckingham Palace is “on 
«he wire.” 

There are three fifty-line sw:tch- 
boards in Buckingham Palace. Two 
ure used for the day service and one 
for night purposes, and during the 
twenty-tour hours the staff works in 
sections. The transier of the lines 
from the day to the night service is 
accomplished by means of a change- 
over switch, eitner in the palace pust- 
utfice or the palace itself. 

The King possesses an extension 
from the switchboard to his private 
apartments, and, in addition, His Ma- 
jesty has a private exchange line to 
ais own apartments, This is used for 
special communications of a private 
nature in connection with state af- 
tairs, 

Queen Mary has a private line and 
also an exchange line. The latter facil- 
.ty Princess Mary also enjoys; she can 
converse with her parents or with 
the occupants of the schoolroom. 
Miss Knollys has a telephone in her 
sitting-room, from which she can con- 
verse with Queen Mary or Queen 
\lexandra, 


Coronation Carpet. 

Scotland is having the honor of mak- 
ing the carpets which will cover the 
floor of Westminster Abbey for the 
coronation, and the looms of a great 
carpet factory at Glasgow are busily 
engaged upon the important task. The 
floor covering has {rum earliest times 
been a specie feature in the prepara- 
tions for the stately ceremony, and 
in the Liber Realis prepared for Rich- 
ard II. a copy of which is in the safe- 
keeping of the Deans of Westminster, 
there is a definite order as to the ‘Ray 
cloth or Burrel” to be placed under 
the King’s feet as he goeth.” At all 
the later coronations the carpet haa 
been of a rich and beautiful charac- 
ter, with as lustrous a surface as pos- 
sible, and from the quantities needed 


in the more recent times it is one of | 


the first requirements to be set in 
hand. The new carpet will follow very 
closely upon the lines of that ordered 
for King Edward’s crowning. Then 
as now the golor was a singularly 
soft, rich blue. The design was sym- 
bolical and embcdied the badge and 
motto of the Order of the Garter and 
the Tudor rose, with the thistle, sham- 
rock, and lotus connected with fes- 
toons of bay leaves and ribbons. 
These were effectively shown in a 
rather lighter shade of color and the 
whole formed an admirable back- 
ground to the magnificence of the 
state robes, the ecclesiastical vest- 
ments, the crimson of the peeresses’ 
dresses, and the military and diplo- 
matic uniforms. 


The Shadchan. 

East of Aldgate, in London’s Ghet- 
to, where the descendants of Phar- 
aoh’s brickmakers dwell, is where the 
Shadchan — the Jewish matrimonial 
agent — is to be found. 

The name denotes a “bringing to- 
gether,” and it is the Shadchan who 
tnitiates the whole affair.

It costs nearly $25,000 a year to feed 
the animals at the London Zoo, 

And how varied is the menu is seen 
when it is stated that it includes such 
trines as horses, goats, monkey-nuts, 
bananas, grapes, oranges, apples, tur- 
nips, potatoes, bread, fowls’ heads, su- 
gar, mice, and sparrows, 

In addition, the denizens of the Zoo 
get through in a year 161 loads of hay, 
08 loads of straw, 15,000 bundles of 
tares, $60 bushels of maize, over a top 
of rice, 150 bushels of canary seed, 
aearly 2,C00 points of shrimps, and 
about 80 tons of fish. 

The Zoo is one of London's most fav- 
ored institutions. Nearly 900,000 peo- 
ple visited it lust year,

A woman journalist recently had an 
interesting chat with a member ot the 
firm of Lucile, Ltd., and ledrned some 
interesting information about Queen 
Mary’s taste in dress. 

“In the matter of all four styles of 
dress — morning, afternoon, evening, 
and walking costume for country weat 
—Her Majesty's taste lies in the di- 
rection of quiet simplicity,” said the 
informant. ‘For morning wear her 
dresses are usually tight-titting tailor- 
made in styie, und the material is 
generally tweed or cloth, in either case 
of fairly fine texture.

Shooting by H. M. S. Neptune. 


Service circles are keenly interested 
in the progress of the gunnery experi- 
ments now being carried on in the 
Mediterranean by H. M. S. Neptune. 
The conditions under which the ex- 
periments are being conducted pro- 
vide as severe a test as possible. The 
idea is new, H. M. 8. Neptune is new, 
the ship’a company is new, and there- 
fore has not shaken down, as will be 
the case in a month or two. 

On Feb, 13 a flagstaff thirty feet 
high and four inches broad was drop- 
ped at a distance of nine thousand 
yards, or just over five miles from the 
ship. The flagstaff was invisible to 
the naked eye of any one on board 
the Neptune. When the button was 
touched by the control aloft five 12- 
inch shot went straight as a die to 
the target more than five miles off. 
The five shots fell in a space of a 
hundred and fifty yards. Such a vol- 
ley would have crippled any Dread- 
nought afloat. The trials on Feb. 13 
were only the beginning of the experi- 
mental gunnery course, and it is ex- 
apse within a few days that the 

ig guns of the Neptune will make 
three times as many hits in a minute 
as any previous Dreadnought has done 
before. 


Queer Ornaments. ‘ 


The Langos, a native tribe inhabit- 
ing the region east of the Victoria 
Nile, in Africa, wear some peculiar 
ornaments. Iron, or sometimes, brass 
bands are worn on the arm. These 
are put on when the person is young 
and as the arms grows the muscles 
are forced into unnatural bunches, Lip 
ornaments, usually of glass filed down 
from pieces of broken bottles, are worn 
in the lips. The hole into which such 
ornaments are inserted is from a quar- 
ser to half an inch below the lower 
lip. The ponies. end of the glass is 
outside, while the thicker end is press- 
ed through the opening in the lip 
and lodges against the lower incisors.

Saskatchewan's New Representative In 
the Upper Chamber Has Spent 
Thirty-Five Years on the Plains, 
Where Among Other Things He Has 
Done Good Work In Settling the 
Claims of the Indian Tribes. 


lion. A. L. Forget, the new Senator 
from the Province of Saskatchewan, 
is a son of the late Jerimie Forget and 
Mary Quenette, of Marieville, where 
he was born in November, 1847. He 
was educ.uted at the College of Marie- 
vile and later studied law and was 
eclled to th» Quebec Bar in 1871. 

In 1876 he was appointed Clerk of 
the Council and private secretary to 
Lieutenant-Governor Laird, whom he 
accampaniead to the canital of the new

organized territories of the northwes{ 
at Battleford. Later he became Clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly at Regina, 
the new capital of the Northwest Ter. 
ritories, and in 1885 he was appointed 
a member of the commission to settle 
the northwest half-breed claims. The 
comparative immunity from troubles 
with the Indians of the northwest is 
in no small measure due to the wis- 
dom and tact of Mr. Forget. Besides 
having a thorough knowledge of In- 
dian character obtuined through years 
of contact and acquaintance with the 
red men 21 tus west, he also possesses 
a spirit of turness and kindly con- 
sideration for the Nomads of the 
Jains that made them reccgnize in 
im one cf their best friends. He 
was appointed Lieutenant-G vernor of 
the northwest in 1898 and Lieutenant 
Governor of Suskatchewan in 1905, 
being the first Lieutenant-Governor of 
that province. There is no man in 
Canada better informed regarding con- 
ditions in the west and his elevation 
to the Upper House will give to that 
chamber a public man deeply versed 
in the history of the west and fully 
alive to its requirements and possi- 
bilities.

Judge Parry, whose play, “The Cap- 
tain of the School,”’ has been produc- 
ed at the Gaiety Theatre, London, is 
the unly judge in the history of Great 
Britain who has actually been shot in 
his own court. This was in 1898, when 
a disappointed bailiff, who was inter.

volver shots, wounding the judge in 
the chin and the throat. The judge, 


who has several plays to his credit, 


has a keen sense of humor, and one 
of the stories he tells relates to a wo- 
man who was suinmoned before him 
for non-payment of rent. ‘‘Why don’t 
you pay the money?” he asked her

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CANADA’S RECORDS. 


Fire Has Been a Relentless Enemy of 
the Archives. 

Miss Agnes Laut, in a recent article 
in ‘Lhe Giobe advocating the establish- 
iment of a national library for Cau- 
ada, cailed attention to the impertect 
coudition of our national records, She 
ventured to say that there are more 
materiais for every part of Canadian 
history (including Quebec) to be found 
in tne libraries and archives of the 
United States than there are to be 
tound in Cunada itself; and, although 
pernaps Miss Laut in what she said 
Gid nut do suuicient justice to the 
spleugid work being carried on at 
present by the Archives Department 
at Uttawa, uo one who is familiar with 
the facts will question the truth of 
her statement. if an inventory were 
taken of ine origiual materiala that ex- 
ist tor Canadian history, most people 
would be shocked to tind whut inroads 
had been made on them by time aod 
neglect, Gaps exist which may never 
be pridged over; and truth is iu many 
one uruwned at the bottom of the 
well, 

In the first place, Canadian history 
has suffered very .severely from tire. 
it is now almost certain that the of- 
ncial records of the colony of New 
france up to 1663, the Registera de 
VAncien Conseil (ategisters of the Uld 
Council), which would have throwu 
a@ tlood of lignt on the early history 
ot Canada hud they been preserved, 
were destroyed in tue tire which cou- 
sumed the Lutendant’s palace at Que- 
bec in 1713, At least, the most dil.geut 
search by various Canadian scholars 
nd entiqvarians nus iuiued to reveal 
any sign of their preservation, In 
1849 another severe loss was sustained 
by Canadian histury when the Parlia- 
ment buildings st Montreul were 
burnt to the ground by tne mob that 
rotten-egged Lord Elgin. The Legis- 
lative Library, all of which weut up 
in smoke, cuntained many rare aud 
some unique editions of Canudiana, 
and a mass of documents relating to 
tne French regime which had been 
collected by the learned librarian, M. 
Faribault. A considerable part of this 
collection can never be replaced. Five 
years luter, in 1854, when tie Legisla- 
ture had removed to Quebec, there 
was another conflagration in the Par- 
liament Buildings, and the Legisla- 
tive library was burned a second time. 
The loss on this occasion, however, 
was naturally not so great as it had 
been in 1849. In 1892 the library of the 
University of Toronto was burned; 
and last year the library of the Pro. 
vincial Legislature of Ontario suffered 
the same fate in the fire which de- 
stroyed the west end of the Parlia- 
ment Buildings. In both these cases 
there were rare and valuable editions 
of books on Canadian histury that 

rished, The Archives of Outario, it 
is true, survived, but it would have 
been no very great loss if they had 
perished, too. 

A good example of the vicissitudes 
through which many Canadiana hav» 
gone is to be found in the history of 
The Jesuits’ Journal (1645-1668). 
‘Yhe MSS. was preserved by the Jesuit 
Fathers until after the Conquest; but 
on the abolition of the order by thu 
Pope in 1773 it disappeared. It was 
found in 1818 by Mr. Cochrane, pri- 
vate secretary to the governor, Sir 
John Cope Sherbrooke. Mr. Cochrane 
found it, together with some waste pa- 
per, carelessly placed at the bottom of 
a cupboard (in what building does not 
appear), and evidently designed, soon- 
er or later, to furnish matter to light 
the stove. The MSS. was seen by M. 
Jacques Viger, an early Canadian anti. 
quarian, who very carefully copied it; 
and in 1871 an edition of ‘The Journal 
was printed by the Abbes Laverdiere 
and ‘Casgrain from M. Viger’s copy. 
Nearly all the edition, however, was 
destroyed by a fire in the premises_of 
the publisher at Ottawa, and a copy of 
The Journal is therefore today ex- 
ceedingly rare. 

The Archives Department at Ot. 
tawa, which deserves the gratitude of 
every scholar and every Canadian, 
has done a great deal to retrieve our 
losses. But doubtless there are still 
discoveries that remain to be made. 
In the most unlikely corners will be 
found lost and forgotten manuscripta 
which will throw new light on our 
past.

Several Canadian cities are realizing 
to some extent the need to make 
themselves beautiful, Among these, 
St. John, N.B., and Lethbridge, Alta., 
recently gave evidences of that.

is not directly of value in the mak- 
ing of fortunes.”

_dying hatred of the Crees; and they 
fought the Crees at every opportunity, 

Bull Head was born about 1832, and 
when a lad of eight years of age he 
lost the sight of his left eye ‘by the 
smullpox plague that devastated the 
Northwest Indiaus early in the forties. 
he grew to manhood, a mighty man, 
seven feet tall, and his reputation as 
hunter and fighter grew with his 
stature, 

Bull Head was born a pagan and 
died one. He stayed by the beliefs of 
his fathers. When he signed treaty 
in 1886, he retired to the reserve and 
kept his tribe in hand, even through 
the wildest kinds of Indian excite- 
ment. His word was law, And he 
saw his enemies drop off one by one, 
from disease and violence; he saw hia 
comrades of old battles sicken and he 
stayed on, ruling his tribe. His lone 
eye grew dim, and finally failed en- 
tirely; he still ruled. He sat in his 
log cabin in the winter, or his tepee 
in summer, humped, shriveled, a fear- 
ful, rkeumy-eyed horror of what had 
once been the greatest warrior the 
Sarcees ever boasted. Then finally he 
died, worn out, simply lay back and 
his spirit passed on. He assisted in 
sending many enemies on the long 
trail before they could remove their 
mcccasins, but he died in bed as 
peaceful men die. 

So passed Bull Head, chief of the 
Barcees, He was dirty, and old, and 
crippled, but he had been the pride 
of the tribe, His mental faculties re- 
mained with him to the last, and only 
his stubborn stand against the selling 
of the reserve has preserved for the 
tribe that very choice piece of Alber. 
ta, ten miles square, on the edge of 
the foothills, with a stream on each 
side, and the finest range in hundreds 
of miles, It is one of the most choice 

arts of the entire Provinee. Bull 

ead saved it for the Sarcees, Whe- 
ther the new chief will do likewise re- 
mains to be seen. 

Big Belly, fifty years old, is looked 
upon as the most likely to succeed 
the deceased chieftain. His one rival, 
strange to say, is a Cree who was 
adopted into the tribe when peace was 
declared, about the time the Indian 
tres'ies were signed and reserves were 
allotted, But the Cree blood is against 
the rival candidate, even in this en- 
lightened day, and Big Bolly will prob.
